ANNIVERSARY OF MERCURY 


Next Monday, June 12, is the I6Uh 
nniversary of the establishment of 
he Newport Mercury. 
On June 12, 


758, James Franklin, a nephew of the 
real statesman, Benjamin Franklin, 
sued the first number, on the press 
n which the 'great 'Benjamin wprked 


London. 
From;that day to this 


he Mercury has not ceaaed to. make 
ts appearance weekly. 
During "the 


{evolution, while the British had pos- 
ession of Newport, Solomon South- 
wick, the then publisher, was so pro- 
.ounced a patriot that he was obliged 
o flee for his life. 
Accordingly he 


moved to Rehobath, and there contin- 
ued the work of publication. As soon 
as the British left the town, the pub- 
icatlon of the Mercury was resumed 
here; 
this time by Henry Barber, 


who had been an employe of South- 
wick. The paper remained in the Bnr- 
ber family for 70 years. Mr. Fred A. 
Pratt was the successor of the Bar- 
ber regime. He was the publisher, 
with different partners, until 1872, 
when he sold the plant to John P. San- I 
born. On April 10, 1894, a charter 
was granted the Mercury Publishing 
Company, and since that date the 
Mercury has been published by that 
Company. 


The first place of publication of the 


Mercury was in a building on the site 
where the Army and Navy building 
now stands. In this building was also 
kept Ihe town school, the upper part 
serving as a schoolroom, and ithe 
lower story as a printing office.
